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Claims 1-7 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. The method of making the instant compounds is not described 

Applicant's arguments filed 4-13-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants have argued that the compounds are closely related to 
warfarin and therefore one of ordinary skill would know how to synthesize them. They 
do not point out the differences and do not recite how one would make them. 

The structures are shown directly below 
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Note that in warfarin a phenyl moiety is bonded to the side chain. In the first class 
of applicants' compounds no phenyl group bonded to the side chain and in the second 
class a nuclearly substituted benzyl group is bonded thereto. Thus the compounds are 
quite different in structure from warfarin and one would not expect that the method used 
to make warfarin could be used to make the instant compounds. 

Applicants Declaration under Rule 132 of 4-25-2005 does not indicate how of 
ordinary skill in the art would make the instant compounds.
